tion of them, ſuch as taking up 
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the one, and ſetting de down the other. 
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Thus denotes his being foundered, 
or much worked — and will be a 
direction for you to lock at the 
fore legs, when you ſee him out 
of the ſtable: If he ſtands eovgr- 
ing a good deal of ground from 
his fore feet, to where he ſets

Stand before the 
Horſe, and obſerve his boſbm; if 
too wide, his knees will be the ſames | 
for if his knees Rand nearly cloſe 
and his toes quite in a line, not 
turning in, nor yet turning out, 
you may be ſure he will not cut. 
If he takes his legs up a moderate 
height ſo as not to clamber, nor yet 
goes too near the ground; he in all 
probability will anſwer your end. 
Obſerve that his joints be let down 
ſtrong, and his paſterns ſhort; ſee 
if the upper paſtern joint be any 
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way: puffid or fleſhy; or have t
